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To the Members of the Institute: 

On behalf of the Council I have the honor to submit the 
following report on the affairs of the Institute from Septem- 
ber 1, 1905, to August 31, 1906. 

After more than a quarter of a century of existence as a 
voluntary association, the Institute was formally incorporated 
by an Act of Congress which was approved by the President 
of the United States on May 26. The act was published in 
the second number of the current volume of the Journal of the 
Institute at page 174. That the Institute as a national organi- 
zation should have a national incorporation was held to be 
manifest by most of the members of the Council, and since the 
statutes of the District of Columbia did not provide for an 
altogether satisfactory charter, a successful effort was made to 
secure a special Act. The thanks of the Council are due par- 
ticularly to Mr. John B. Larner of the Washington Society, 
who prepared the bill and by his wise tact did much to secure 
its passage; also to the Honorable Henry Cabot Lodge of 
Massachusetts, who had charge of the bill in the Senate, to 
the Honorable Nicolas Longworth of Ohio, who had charge 
of the bill in the House of Representatives ; and to Judge 
Baldwin, President of the Connecticut Society, and Mr. Bow- 


diteh of the Boston Society. for tl eir advice. The ( ouneil is 


expected to accept the new charter at its meeting in W ashing- 
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ton in the first week of January next. No proposal has be 
made to change in any way the aims or the regulations of 
Institute, but this is now legally qualified to receive gifts a 


to hold property. 


The last Congress passed two other measures which 
been advocated by committees of the Institute: (1) a gene 
bill for the preservation of American antiquities, approved 
June 8; and (2) a special bill for the preservation of the ¢ 
Dwellings in the Mesa Verde region of Colorado, approved 
June 29 Reference has been made to the former of thes 
measures in each of the last two reports of the Council. ‘| 
bill which was adopted by the Senate a year and a half ag 
but could not then be presented to the House of Represent 
tives, was still further simplified and reduced to a few fund 
mental principles, on which all friends of such a measure cou 
agree, and with the hearty approval of the government officials, 
as well as of unofficial archaeologists, was adopted without se1 
ous objection. The other act sets aside as a national park 
strip of land about fifteen miles by four or five in south- 
western Colorado. 

The passage of the two bills for the preservation of t 
remains of American antiquity marks a long step in advan 
in our public policy. Several such bills had been introduc 
into Congress in former years, and their failure had been dis- 
couraging to those who had urged them. Special thanks ar 
due to the Honorable John F. Lacey of Iowa, without whos 
sympathetic aid these bills could not have been passed, althoug! 
all members of the House Committee on Public Lands gave a 
most courteous hearing to the friends of the measures, and t 
the Honorable Thomas M. Patterson of Colorado for his car 
of the measures in the Senate. The bill for the care of the 
Cliff Dwellings had been urged persistently by Colorado ladies, 
under the leadership of Mrs. Peabody of the Colorado Society. 
Mr. Edgar L. Hewett, at present the Institute’s Fellow in 
American Archaeology, by his familiarity with the situation, 


was able to render important assistance both in securing the

legislation and in aiding the official survey of the Mesa Verde 
region. 

After the printing of the last Report, on December 9, 1905, 
occurred the death of Sir Richard Claverhouse Jebb, Honorary 
Member of the Institute since 1898,—one of the most dis- 
tinguished scholars of this age, who, beyond all living men, 


combined wide and accurate learning, critical acumen, and a 


delicate literary sense. His death is a serious loss to both 
ar ha ology and philology. 

Seven new Aftiliated Societies of the Institute have been 
organized in the course of the year 1905-06, in Cincinnati, 
Rochester, St. Louis, Salt Lake City, San Francisco, Kansas 
City, and the Northwest (with branches at Seattle and Walla 
Walla). ‘Two of these are in a sense successors to the former 
Missouri Society, which has ceased to exist. Many problems 


remain to be solved, due to the diverse interests of me mbers ol 


the Institute who are so widely scattered, but the Institute 
has gained new strength and vigor, and new fields for useful 


activity are open to it. 
The San Francisco Society held its first formal meeting only 
a Tew days before the vreat disaster on the Pac ifie oust. The 


ve Committee of the Council voted to send a note of 


Exec ul 
hearty sympathy to the members of that Society, and to remit 
the dues for the year. 

The difficult question of the relations between the Council 
of the Institute and those Societies which have such strength 
as to desire considerable independence of action, has been dis- 
cussed by the Council, and an early solution satisfactory to all 
is confidently expected. 

The Southwest Society is not alone in its activities, some 
account of which is given in the report of the Committee on 
American Archaeology. The St. Louis Society, soon after its 
organization last spring, received a generous gift of 31000, and 
already has been conducting explorations in its own territory. 
In this independent work with independent means, the St. 


Louis Society is following the example set a quarter of a cen- 


— 
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tury ago by the members of the Institute in Boston, and is 
itself setting a laudable example to the other Societies. 

Mr. William Sloane of New York City has accepted his elec- 
tion as Treasurer of the Institute. 

Professor Harold North Fowler of Western Reserve Un 
versity has succeeded Professor John H. Wright as Edito: 


in-Chief of the Journal of the Institute. The Council voted t 
place on record an expression of its high appreciation of thi 
signal ability and skill with which Professor Wright had con- 
ducted this important work for nearly ten years. 

Professor Clarence H. Young has resigned his office as Busi- 
ness Manager of the Journal, in which he has been extremely 
eflicient, as well as exact. His duties as Business Manage) 
are assumed by Professor J. M. Paton, who will act as Manag- 
ing Editor of the Journal. 

The first volume of Supplementary Papers of the School 
Rome was distributed to members of the Institute almost 
immediately after the publication of the last Report. 

Dr. Tozzer’s report on the Archaeology and Ethnology of 
the Lacandone Indians is in the hands of the printer. 

The publication of the Bulletin on the excavations at Corinth 
has been delayed, but this may be expected soon. 

The preparation of an index to the first ten volumes of the 


Journal of the Institute ( The Ameri m Journal f Aj haeol 4. 


Second Series) has been authorized by the Executive Com- 


Che increase in the number of the Affiliated Societies of the 


Institute within the last six or seven years has rendered thi 


provision of worthy lectures for these Societies a complicated 
problem. To address the Societies of the Institute is a privi- 
lege, but to make the entire circuit requires at least three or 
four weeks, and involves no little physical fatigue. Few 


scholars can afford the time required to visit all these Societies 


in the same vear. and thus the Institute is obliged to call upon 
a larger number of lecturers than formerly. Phe Council is

School in Rome has no permanent home, and is working 


The School 
Palestine has no endowment, and its Director in his report 
calls attention to the wisdom and importance of securing 

once a site in Jerusalem for the permanent home of the School. 


The income of this School is more precarious, as well as 


smaller, than could be desired. Important opportunities are 


presented for work under the direction of the Committee on 
American Archaeology. The Fellowship administered by this 
Committee has achieved excellent results, but the Council con- 
fidently expects the work of the Institute in this field to 
develop and become of wide influence and importance. The 
Institute is appropriating to the use of this Committee larger 
sums than have been possible for a score of years, and we do 
not doubt that friends will contribute independently to this 
cause as they have given to the three Schools. The Fellowship 
in Mediaeval and Renaissance Studies is only the beginning of 
what the Council hopes to see done in this department unde 
the favoring care of the Institute. The first duty of the 
Institute at present is to secure a better material support for 
these enterprises, one or other of which (if not all) interests 
every man and woman of thought and culture. In addition, 
the Institute needs a considerable endowment, of at least 
&250,000, the income of which would be available for the sup- 
port of its publications, ensuring adequate publication for the 
results of archaeological investigations conducted under the 
care of the Institute, its Schools, and its Fellowships. 


The Financial Statement of the Treasurer shows that the 


income of the Institute tor 1905 O68} was $18.471.17. Its eX- 
penses were $15,887.86. The balance on hand amounts to 
$12,488.14, but of this sum about #3500 has been appropriated

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 


1905-1906 


To the Managing Committee of the American Sehool of Classical 


Studies at Athens: 


GENTLEMEN, —I1 have the honor to submit the following 
report of the affairs of the School during the year 1905-06. 

The sad events attending my arrival in Athens in Septem- 
ber, 1905, events which brought upon me the duties of Director 
as well as Professor, are familiar to the Committee, and the 
story need not be repeated here. When the students returned 
in October from a ten-day trip to Peloponnesus, | began my 
lectures upon some disputed points in Athenian topography 
and afterwards followed these with a course in Greek epigraphy, 
which continued at first once and later twice a week all winter. 
As in former years the students have enjoyed the privilege of 
attending lectures given by the other archaeological schools in 
Athens. In addition there were the open meetings held regu- 
larly every week alternately by the German and French Schools, 
as well as the occasional meetings of the British School 
and of our own School, so that there was never any lack of 
lectures for such as wished to attend them. 

The following regular students have been in residence at the 
School this year: Mr. O. M. Washburn, Fellow of the Insti- 
tute; Mr. F. T. Hallett, Fellow of the School; Mr. Gordon 
Allen, Fellow in Architecture ; Mr. J. S. Martin, Charles Eliot 
Norton, Fellow of Harvard University; and Miss M. L. Arnold 
from Ohio State University. In addition the following Asso- 
ciate Members have been in residence for at least three months: 
Professor J. T. Allen of the University of California, Mr. R. B. 
Seager, Dr. C. W. Stork of the University of Pennsylvania, 
Miss H. F. Brewer of Yale University, and Miss C. E. Cole- 
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man of Leland Stanford University. Mr. R. H. Tukey of Yale 
University was in residence for a little less than three months, 
and Miss E. L. Stern of Wellesley College for about two and 
one-half months. In addition Mr. T. D. Curtis, Mr. A. M. 
Harmon, and Mr. A. W. Van Buren of the Roman School spent 
some time in Athens, and a few other students of that School 
were here for a short stay. 

During the greater part of the winter we were fortunate in 
having in Athens Professor Allinson of Brown University. 
Professor C. H. Moore of Harvard University and Professor 
G. C. Fiske of the University of Wisconsin were also in Athens 
for a few weeks in the spring. Professor Fiske went with us 
on the Boeotian trip. 

Our students have been engaged in the following work: Mr. 
Hallett has been working upon the early commercial history of 
Corinth, and has acted as librarian of the School; Mr. Wash- 
burn upon various subjects, especially upon the Asclepieum at 
Athens, and upon the tablets found near Pente Skouphia; Mr. 
Gordon Allen has made very careful drawings of the Ascle- 
pieum at Athens; Mr. Martin has been working on some prob- 
lems in the psychology of Greek art, and Miss Arnold upon 
Greek dress designs. Of the Associate Members, Professor 
Allen has been interested in some questions connected with 
Greek religion; Dr. Stork has been studying the topography of 
Greecé; Miss Brewer has studied in the museums, and Miss 
Coleman has been interested in Pausanias. All of the students 
have done considerable travelling.. Mr. Seager was in Greece 
for about six weeks before he started for Vasiliké in Crete, 
where he is now conducting excavations. 

In connection with Mr. Allen’s work at the Asclepieum it 
became necessary to do a little digging. Mr. Kavvadias, the 
Ephor General of Antiquities, readily granted me permission, 
and I hired two men, who, in a week, succeeded in laying bare 
such walls as were not understood. Incidentally in this work 
while examining the site with Professor Dérpfeld we found an 


inscribed stone built into a mediaeval wall. I was permitted 
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later to remove this stone, and found that it bore four in- 
scriptions, two dedications to Asclepius, the name of the priest 
of Asclepius, in whose time it was set up, and on the back a 
fourth inseription, which showed that at a later period it formed 
part of the pedestal of the statue of a certain Menander. I shall 
publish these inscriptions soon. Professor Dérpfeld has several 
imes given us the benefit of his judgment upon the problems 
onnected with the Asclepieum, and, in fact, has always been 
ready to put his great knowledge of Athenian monuments at 
our service. Mr. Allen’s drawings are a thoroughly satisfac- 
tory piece of work, and will supply a long-felt want. 


In addition to the trip in Peloponnesus al 


ready mentioned, 
in which I was unabie to take part, some of the students of the 
School went with me to Thessaly and to Aegina, Argolis, and 
Corinth; and in the spring I took the usual trip into Boeotia, 
and to Delphi. In March I was able to make a short journey to 
Egypt in company with two of the students, Mr. Martin and 
Miss Arnold. 

The School has held during the year two successful open

Both meetings were well attended. 

On the 18th of April the School had very distinguished 
visitors. The King and Queen of Great Britain, the King and 
Queen of Greece, the Prince and Princess of Wales, the Crown 
Prince and Princess of Greece, and SIX other members of the 
roval families of England and Greece called at the School. I 
was unfortunately absent at the time, but Mr. Caskey, the 
Secretary, received them and showed them about the building. 

\nother distinguished visitor was the American Ambassador 
to Germany, the Hon. Charlemagne Tower, who came twice to 


the School during his short stay in Athens. Mr. Jackson, the 
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American Minister, has shown a constant interest in the School. 


He has visited it frequently during the year, and has tried in 


many ways to promote its welfare. 

At Corinth the School has made the last payment on the 
church erected to take the place of the church removed for th: 
excavations.

The question of enlarging the room in which the library is 
housed has been mentioned in previous Reports, but it must 
soon be considered very seriously by the Managing Committee. 
This room has long been deemed one of the finest in Athens, 


but it could easily be extended to the east without injury. 


The rooms obtained on the floor below from such an enlarge- 
ment would afford needed additional space. 

The relations of the School with the Greek Ephors and with 
the other archaeological Schools in Athens have been most cor- 
dial. The wives of the Directors of the British, French, Ger- 
man, and American Schools have held weekly receptions for 
archaeologists during the winter, first at one School and then 
at another, so that it was possible for the members of one 


School to know all the members of the others. My own rela- 
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tions with the Directors of the other Schools have been most 
agreeable. | have constantly called upon Mr. Bosanquet of 
the British School for advice, and frequently upon Professor 
Dorpfeld, and have found both of these gentlemen eve ready 
to give me assistance. So, too, I have had the pleasantest rela- 
tions with Mr. ¢ askey, the Secretary of the School. He has 
devoted much of his time to work on the Erectheum inserip- 
tions, but has been of much help also to the Fellow in Archi- 
tecture, and in the library. 

Aside from the vreat loss occasioned by the death of Dr. 
Heermance, the year has been a prosperous one for the School. 
It has had as many students as in any recent year, and they 
have come from widely different parts of our country. It is 
clear that the School is recognized in all sections of the United 
States as a place where a man who is to teach the classics would 


do well to spend a year.

ING COMMITTEE OF THE AMERICAN SCHOOL 
OF CLASSICAL STUDIES IN ROME 


To the Couneil of the Archa logical Institute of Ame rica b 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the school year 1905-1906, with some mention 
the opening of the present school vear. 

Professor Richard Norton, the Director of the Sx hool, with 
Professors ( lifford H. Moore and Jesse Benedict Carte! and 
Mr. H. F. De Cou, constituted the Faculty of the School. This 
autumn the Faculty remains the same, except that Professor 
H. L. Wilson of Johns Hopkins takes the place of Professo1 
Moore. 

There is no noteworthy change in the number of students 
enrolled. The numbers do not appreciably increase or dimin 
ish. The scholarly quality of the students continues to im- 


prove gradually. The two Carnegie Fellows — the first on 
this foundation — have completed their year’s work satisfac- 
torily. They were Mr. Albert W. Van Buren of Yale Uni- 
versity and Miss Susan Hellen Ballou of the University of 
Chicago. Mr. Van Buren’s work has been unusually thorough 
and extensive. His written or published papers include the

We are familiar with Mr. Van Buren’s earlier work, such as 
his article on the Brick Stamps from the Aurelian Wall Cin 
conjunction with Dr. Pfeiffer and Professor Armstrong), his 
lranscription of the Vatican Palimpsest of Cicero, De Republica, 
his article on the text of Columella, and other productions. 

Our first Carnegie Fellowin Archaeology turns out to be not 
only a thorough investigator, but a man of broad and diverse 
intellectual interests. His most brilliant work is unques- 
tionably the «discoveries he has made regarding the successive 
structures built on the site of the Temple of Concord and on 
the site of the Temple of Castor and Pollux in the Forum. 


Miss Ballou, our first Carneg 


ie Fellow in Roman Literature, 


took for the subject of her studies the younger manuscripts of 


the Seriptores Historiae Augustae, following out the suggestion 
that, even if no other tradition exists but that of P, the relation 
and origin of the minor manuscripts should be established on 
the correct basis if possible. Miss Ballou believes she has 
already determined this in regard to the twelve manuscripts in 
the Vatican. An examination of the two Paris manuscripts, 
the four in Florence, the two in Milan, and the manuscript in 
Bamberg is partly completed. It is hoped that the results of 
this careful and capable investigation will be ready for publica- 
tion some time this winter. 

Iam not prepared at this time to comment in detail on the 
work of the other three Fellows of the School. All the infor- 
mation which has come to me, however, indicates that their 
work has been faithfully and satisfactorily done 

On June 6, 1906, I sent a letter to the Executive Committee 
communicating the fact that the Director of the School, after 


six years’ continuous service, was advised by his physician that 


he must take a temporary rest. Acting under authority con-

ferred by the Fifth Regulation of the School, the Executive 
Committee authorized me to inform the Director that he could 
have leave of absence on half salary for the school year, 1906 
1907, or for such part of the year as he might deem necessary. 
I was also authorized, in conference with the Director, to select 
some one to serve as Acting Director for such time as the Di- 
rector might be absent during the year 1906-1907. Pursuant 
to this authorization Professor Jesse B. Carter was invited to 
serve as Acting Director for such part of the school year as the 
Director might be absent on leave. While regretting the ocea- 
sion for the Director's ‘absence, it is gratifying to observe the 
introduction of the principle of the sabbatical year. 

The growth of the School Library crowds our present accom 
modations, but it is hoped to afford some relief by changing the 
apartments of the Director to the third floor of the School, thus 
leaving the first and second floors entirely for school purposes. 

During a visit of the Director to America this summer, I 
conferred with him regarding various matters connected with 
the School. As our lease expires very soon, and prompt action 
is necessary in case we are to remain in our present house, I 
have requested him to renew the existing lease for a term of 
five years, feeling assured that the Managing Committee will 
be willing to sanction this act. 

At the last annual meeting the aggregate of subscriptions to 
the Endowment of the School reached a total of nearly $102,000, 
thus securing the many subscriptions that had been made con- 
tingent on obtaining subscriptions to the amount of $100,000, 
Of this sum $83,331.19 has already been paid in, and it seems 
likely that the outstanding subscriptions, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, will be paid within this year. 

The investment of our Endowment Fund has been most sat- 
isfactory. On November 1, 1906, we held interest-bearing 
securities to the amount of $89,000 par value, yielding 35880 
per annum. It is intended to add to the Endowment Fund 
out of available funds now in bank the further sum of 35000 


in securities, yielding 3} per cent, thus making the par value of 
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our securities $94,000, yielding an annual income of #4055. 


In spite of this gratifying increase, it must be remembered that 


the four-year subscription of $2500 per year made by Mr. J. 
Pierpont Morgan has been paid, and that we cannot depend on 
this source of income to help in our current expenses after the 
present year. It is further to be remembered that the annual 
subscriptions made by individual alumni of various colleges are 
decreasing, partly because some of these subscriptions have 
been capitalized, and partly because men become tired of giving 
year after year indefinitely.

My work as Instructor in Greek Archaeology during the vear 1905-06 
consisted chiefly of a lecture course in the primitive and archaic art 
Greece and Italy. Thirty-five lectures were given, nine in the Museo Ki 
cheriano, three in the Museo Etruseo Gregoriano, two in the Museo della \ 


Giulia, one in the Palazzo dei Conservatori, and the remainder at the Sch 


Mr. De Cou also gave to some of the students lessons in 
Modern Greek. The trip to Greece, that he has managed so 
successfully in past years, was omitted this year, in view of 
the small number of students who desired to go and their very 
different needs and capacities. 

My own work was the same as usual. 

A new development of the School was the introduction of 
courses in the art of the Mediaeval and Renaissance epochs. 
Though the intention of the founders of the School, as shown 
by their printed circulars, had been that the School should not 
limit itself to the classic period, but should include the study 
of the times intervening between the fall of Rome and the rise 


of Modern Italy, this work for various reasons had not been 
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indertaken in any regular way. During the two years I was 
in annual Professor at the School | had, with the Directors’ 
permission, given courses on this subject, but when I was made 
Director I did not think I was justified in continuing them, as 

was known that in the opinion of many of the members of 
he Managing Committee at that time such work was unwise. 
Since I have treated this matter in previous reports, I will not 
discuss it here. Suthce it to say, that the growth of interest in 
America for the Fine Arts, and the insistent demand of certain 
colleges that we should recognize their needs and make the 
most of our own powers, and, finally, the loan, by Mrs. E. D. 
Brandegee of Boston, of an ample library, made it suitable to 
begin this year courses that ought never to be allowed to 
cease. 

The library to which | have just referred, includes several 
hundred original plans, drawings, and designs of the monu- 
ments of the Italian Renaissance, and is of the greatest value. 
The books, about two thousand in number, were catalogued 
by Mr. De Cou and Mr. Harmon, and this catalogue is kept 
separate from the catalogue of the regular School library, so 
that there can be no confusion between the books lent us and 
those which we actually own. The drawings and plans have 
been put into order by myself and Miss Pritchard, and I hope 
during the coming year to complete a catalogue of them. 

The lectures on Renaissance subjects were given by Comm. 
Ricci, formerly Director of the Uffizi Gallery and now head 
of the Central Department of Antiquities in Rome, and by 
Comm. Venturi, the well-known Director of the Corsini Gallery 
in Rome. The latter gave a course on the TJreecento, and the 
former on Correggio and his Sehool. Both also allowed our 
students special privileges in other parts of Italy, Comm. 
Venturi lecturing to them at Assisi, and Comm. Ricci giving 
them the freedom of Ravenna. 

Other lectures were given by Comm. Boni, President Taylor 


of Vassar College, and H. O. Taylor, Esq., formerly of Co- 


lumbia University. 
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Naturally, as a result of the stimulus of such opportunities, 
the students have been able to do work of their own which is a 


credit to themselves and the School. Most of this. it is hop d. 


will appear soon in the papers of the School. Mr. Van Buren 
(now teaching at Yale) has written several articles, some deal- 
ing with inscriptions, some with sculpture. Mr. Harmon also 
has prepared a number of papers on various subjects. The 
article by Mr. Curtis on Roman Arches is also ready for thi 
press. The difficulty now is, that the School produces more 
than the Treasurer can allow us to print. 
The library has grown rapidly in consequence of the 

generous gifts of Mrs. Cuningham of Boston, Mr. Ernest Dins- 
-more, Mr. Francis MeLennan of Montreal, and Mr. G. ¢ 
Thomas of Philadelphia. In fact, it has grown so much, that 
unless we are able soon to change the quarters ol the School, 
we shall be forced to store our books. It is a great misfortune 
that the School has not been able to secure land on which to 
build. The price of land is much higher than it was a few 
years ago, and the most desirable sites have been taken. 
There is little use in repeating what I have said in previous 
reports concerning the necessity of getting permanent quarters 
for the School. They are essential if the School is to do what 
it ean do, and what ought to be expected of it, and it can 
hardly be impossible to raise the money needed to buy a suit- 
able place. Were this done, the fees of the students and the 
rent now paid would be turned into our own pockets. 

The year has unquestionably been a favorable one in the 
School’s growth, and this is due in large measure to Professor 


Moore and the other members of the School Faculty, and to 


the unflagging interest of the well-known friends of the School 


in America.

GENTLEMEN, — During the past year, 1905-06, the Ameri- 
in School in Palestine has most fortunately secured tempo- 

rary quarters in Jerusalem which are a great improvement on 

the former single room in the Grand Hotel. This change has 

heen effected through the active efforts of Professor B. W. 

Bacon, the annual Director for 1905—06. 

Professor David G. Lyon of Harvard University has been 
chosen Director in the field for 1906-07 and will shortly 
issume the responsibilities of his position. Mr. kK. G. Tourian, 
1 graduate student in Harvard University, who won the 
Thayer Fellowship for 1906-07, has already gone to Jerusalem 
to pursue his studies there under the direction of the American 
School. For the coming vear, already one student, Mr. W. H. 
Wood, a graduate of the Yale Divinity School, has been en- 

led. It is hoped that several others will soon avail them 
selves of the opportunities for field work during the approach- 
ing season. 

\ copy of the Director's report is appended. 

The catalogue of the School’s library which was pl spared 
by Professor Nathaniel Schmidt and the students of the yea 
of his directorship is now in press. 

I desire to eall attention to the fact that an unusually favor- 
able opportunity presents itself just now for the School to 
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purchase property in Jerusalem and thus to secure a permanent 
home, which would place our institution on a par with the 


other archaeological schools in Palestine. The need for liberal 


subscriptions towards this object is imperative, if the American 
School is to have more than a transitory existence. Particu- 
lars as to the price of land in Jerusalem are given by Professo1 
Bacon in his report. It is sufficient to state here that rea 
estate purchased at the present time would certainly increas 
in value in the near future, and that the longer the School is 
compelled to wait, the higher the price must be for its perma- 
nent home.

GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the work of the School during the academic year 
Mr. (reorge Sverdrup, the Thaver Fellow for the year, hav- 
sailed for Beirut early in June, I left Trieste, August 13, 
to join him there, stopping over the week, August 21-28, at 
Smyrna, where I narrowly failed to meet my _ predecessor, 


’rofessor Schmidt, on his homeward journey. However | 


visited the principal scenes of St. Paul's activity in * Asia, 


exploring the ruins of Laodicea and Hierapolis in the upper 
Lycus valley, and the important Austrian excavations under 
Professor Heberdey at Ephesus. 

At Beirut, where I arrived August 31, spending an afternoon 
en route at Tripoli, I experienced the same cordial reception 
as my predecessors from President Bliss and the faculty of 
the Syrian Protestant College, though the tropical heat of the 
littoral at this season compels a general retirement to the 
villages scattered on the slopes of Lebanon. Here, at Beham- 
doun, two hours by rail from Beirut, | found Mr. Sverdrup 
ngaged in the study of Arabic under a native teacher. His 
stay, however, had been broken by one of the best of the many 
opportunities for archaeological travel open to members of the 


Syrian Protestant College in vacation. Under conduct of

Professor Stewart Crawford, he participated in a 
trip to Palmyra, Ba‘albek, and Damascus, adding vreatly to his 
archaeological knowledge and interest. 


Pending the arrival of Mr. George H. Driver, Hooker Fellow 


of the Yale Divinity School, who had applied for admission to 
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the School of Oriental Studies, and was expected at Beirut in 
September, various expeditions were arranged, with headquar- 
ters at Jebeil (Byblus) for the north Phoenician coast, and 
Sidon for the southern 4 also a visit (Mr. Sverdrup’s second ) 
to Damascus and Ba‘albek, and a journey up the Nahr Ibrahim, 
from its mouth to the source at ‘Afka. Minor expeditions 
were made from Beirut to Beit Meri (Brummana), to Nahr el- 
Kelb, and to other points of archaeological interest. 

At Jebeil, where we experienced great kindness from Miss 
Caroline Holmes, missionary of the Presbyterian Board, the 
material fruits of our stay consisted of a number of inscriptions 
copied from Batroun southward, published for the most part 
by Renan in the Mission en Phénici P also a green steatite 
scarab of Phoenician origin, presenting an intaglio of the god 
Elyun (?) corresponding to the description by Philo of Byblus, 
a form not previously known. The field is one which has 
yielded for generations some of the richest plunder of the 
native dealer, and is still being secretly exploited, as new 
tombs are found. ‘The finely sculptured temple of the Greek 
period, covered to a depth of some 20 feet below the surface, 
now serves the owner of the land as a quarry for building 
stone. He was entirely willing to direct his excavations toward 
any portion of the building we should indicate (of course in the 
hope of striking treasure), but we knew it was hopeless to at- 
tempt to stop the cracking up of marble cornice and capitals, 
or the growing junk-heap of broken statuary. The only hope 
for archaeology in face of such conditions is in the presence of 
the intelligent resident, usually the missionary, who is at once 
the trusted friend of the native and in active sympathy with 
the archaeologist and historian. Such a sentinel may not, 
indeed, be able to arrest the process of spoliation and the seat- 
tering of valuable antiquities by all the channels of illicit trade, 
but armed with pen and camera, if not with wax and squeeze- 
paper as well, he can keep record of the most important finds. 

October 2-7 was spent in company with Mr. Sverdrup on an 


expedition, with tent and two muleteers, to the source of the

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Adonis at ‘Afka, and back to Beirut via the Nahr el-Kelb. 
Besides the noble temple at “Afka, the valley contains many 
traces of Greek civilization, including the platform of a temple 


at El-Frat, the enclosure measuring 45 x 22 yards, a rock-hewn 


altar on the west side of a little ravine east of the \ illug@e, rock- 
cuttings for the Roman road near the bridge at Jineh, besides 
the remains noted by Renan in his Phénicie. The inscription re- 
ported to Renan as existing at Kwiily we were unable to discover.

of the American Presbyterian Mission, we were able to 


Makridi Bey’s excavations at the temple of Eshmun had laid 
bare further features of the structure, our only example in 
Syria of pure Phoenician architecture, and this with the har- 
bor-works and necropolis gave opportunity for object-lessons. 
Still more important archaeological exploration could here be 
earried on, thanks to the kindness of the American mission- 
aries, in continuation of the work of my predecessors, again 
illustrating the importance of cooperation between the School 
and those who have the full confidence of the natives. 
Operations at Sidon were interrupted by news of the arrival 
of Mr. Driver, who reported having conditionally arranged to 
join an expedition to the Cedars in company with Professor G. 
Frederick Wright of Oberlin, under conduct of Professor Day 
of Beirut. Under the circumstances, it seemed wiser to join 
with Mr. Driver in this expedition, rather than withdraw him 
from it. Mr. Sverdrup, accordingly, was left to close up oper- 
ations in Sidon, and I visited again the valleys of the Adonis 
and Lycus, this time including the temple at Kal'at el Fukra 
and the natural bridge, continuing to the valley of the Kadisha, 
and so by the Cedars, over the highest point of Lebanon to 
the remarkable lake and temple of Yemuneh, and so again to 
Ba‘albek. From Ba‘albek I returned to Beirut and Sidon, 
stopping for a day with Revs. Doolittle and William Jessup at 


Zahleh to visit the interesting temples at Kal‘at Niha, while 


Mr. Driver continued his journey to Damascus.

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At Sidon arrangements were made at once for a trip over- 
land to Jerusalem in company with Mr. Eddy. Mr. Sverdrup, 
however, remained at Sidon, pending the consent of the Com- 
mittee to his prosecuting his linguistic studies there in connec- 
tion with the mission school. This horseback journey, without 
tents, via Sarafend, Tyre, “Akka, to Haifa, whence we explored 
Carmel and the plain of Esdraelon as far as the southern ex 
tremity of the Sea of Galilee, and again by the more unfr 
quented routes through Samaria to Nablous, Beitin, Mihmas, 
Jeba, ‘Anata, and Jerusalem, proved of the greatest interest 
and value, bringing us mto practical contact with native life, 
to say nothing of our study of archaeological remains, including 
both those so fully described in the Memoirs of the Fund, and 
the important excavations of Schumacher at Tell Mutesellim. 


The quarters used since the beginning of the School in 


the Grand New Hotel, were occupied by us on November 18, 
and after the despatch of a Preliminary Report to the Secretary, 
the plan of operations for the winter was at once inaugurated. 
This consisted essentially of study in the excellent library of 
the School at a fixed hour each day, alternating with expedi- 
tions whenever weather conditions permitted. A principal 
expedition with tents and full camping outfit, to cover the 
whole extent of the country east and west of the Jordan, with 
especial reference to disputed New Testament sites, was planned 
for the earliest possible date after the cessation of the winte1 
rains, Mr. Driver having determined to leave after Easter. 
For the winter season there remained such short trips as could 
be made from Jerusalem in the intervals of dry weather, and a 
two weeks’ visit in January to Egyptand up the Nile. Study 
was conducted on a plan conformed to these conditions. In- 
stead of attempting a comprehensive review of the history and 
archaeology of Syria, the special archaeological and topograph- 
ical problems of the localities on our itinerary were discussed 
in informal lectures, in such a way as to make the most of our 
visit when the opportunity came. In this way, during the 


; 


course of the rainy season, not only were the important sites of 
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Jerusalem and the immediate environs repeatedly visited, 
including Bethany, Bethlehem, Mar Saba, Bittir, Kulonieh, 
Abu-Ghosh, Nebi Samwil, Bireh, and Ramallah, with the 
various claimants to the distinction of the Emmaus and the 
* Aenon near to Salim” of the New Testament; but longer 
trips to the supremely important excavations of Macalister at 
Gezer ; to the scenes of the Philistine conflicts in the days of 
Samson, including renewed visits to Bethel, Ai, Ophrah, Mich- 
mash, and vicinity ; also to Hebron, and the Herodian palace 
and fortress at Jebel Feredis, the cave of Wadi Haretun and 
Teku‘a ; to Jericho and the Dead Sea; to Ramah, Gibeon, and 
the two Beth-horons, and to other sites of less importance. 
Christmas Day was naturally spent in witnessing the remark- 
able ritual of the Latins at Bethlehem. 

Besides the frequent minor expeditions, occupying part o1 
the whole of nearly every pleasant day, two principal matters 
of business occupied a large part of the months of December 
and January. The first and more pressing was the securing 
ot independent quarters for the School. The emphasis laid 
upon this by the Committee in their written communications, 
was amply justified by actual experience of the situation, 
which has been described by my predecessors. On the othe 
hand, the emphatic and positive assurances of Consul Merrill 


that the property would be unsafe and housekeeping impracti- 
cable without European care-takers in constant residence, could 
not be disregarded. Leases in Jerusalem are obtainable only 
from Moharram 1, which, in 1906, fell on February 28. The 
eanvass of all available sites, whether for rent or purchase, 
had, therefore, to begin at once. It was finally concluded by 
the signing of a lease for a small but well-built house in the 
best situation, close to the German Institute, opposite the Brit- 
ish Consulate, and separated only by a large vacant lot from 
the new German hospital. A stipulation was also made of 
decided importance, in view of the high rent for the hotel quar- 
ters. This secured our occupation of the premises from Janu- 
iving us six weeks’ occupancy rent free. At

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present the library occupies a large, well-lighted room on the 
ground floor, leaving two large and two small sleeping-rooms, 
parlor, dining-room, and kitchen, besides cellars and outhouses. 
A suitable inscription over the front door designates it as tli 
“American Institute of Archaeology.” 

Arrangements had no sooner been completed for the removal 
of the library, after favorable adjustment of the unexpired con- 
tract with the Grand New Hotel, and the engagement of Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles E. Smith of Jerusalem as permanent care- 
takers, than I took passage for Egypt, having agreed to meet my 
family in Alexandria. Mr. Driver was unable to make the trip 
to Egypt at this time, and Mr. Sverdrup, who in the mean- 
time had been notified by the Committee that continuance in 
the Fellowship would require his relinquishing his engagements 
in Sidon, arrived too late to join me. Consequently I was left 
to make the expedition from Cairo up the Nile to the famous 
tombs and temples of Luxor, Karnak, Thebes, and Dendera alone. 

Il returned to Jerusalem with my family via Port Said and 
Jaffa January 24, to take up at once the task of transferring 
the library and collections to the new quarters and of furnish- 
ing the new house. 

In this work I had the advantage of my wife's taste and ex- 
perience, so that by March 1 the necessary repairs, the furnish- 
ing, provisioning, and all other requirements for reasonably 
comfortable housekeeping had been attended to, and prepara- 
tions could be made for our principal expedition. For the 
conduct of this I had counted on the experienced aid of Dr. 
Masterman of the British Medical Mission in Jerusalem, but 
was compelled at the last moment to undertake it alone, with 
slight experience and very inadequate knowledge of the languag¢ 

The exceptionally late rains and storms of March and April, 
1906, were a serious obstacle to the success of this long-planned 
tour, necessitating halts of several days in the aggregate at 
Kaisarieh, Tibnin, Arnun (near Belfort), and Banias, where ws 
suffered the loss of a mule by drowning, after a similar loss by 


theft at Tiberias. The paralyzing effects of eight days’ con- 
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secutive rain on a party travelling with tents over a country 
without roads, bridges, or even shelter from the storm, where 
plains become impassable morasses and even dry wadies danger- 
ous torrents, seem to warrant a protest against the usual 
attempt to conduct tenting expeditions while the country is 
green and beautiful from the moisture of spring, but before 
the dry season is definitely established. The mere discomfort 
of May siroccos is trifling in comparison. 

The itinerary carried out in face of these obstacles took first 
the route of St. Paul from Jerusalem via Antipatris (presum-

ably Ras el-‘Ain) to Caesarea, the actual Roman road being 
still traceable from the vicinity of Jifna, where it leaves the main 
Jerusalem-Nablous road, almost to Ras el-‘Ain itself. Out 
camp for the first night was fixed at Umm Suffa, on the line of 
this road, a village whose situation as well as name ha 
gested in our study of the itinerary of Saul (1 Sam. i, 1, ix. 5) 
the possibility of identification with the home of Samuel. 
Thence through valleys notable for superb rock-cuttings, tombs, 
and columbaria of the Roman period down to Mejdel, Ras el- 
‘Ain, and Kefr Saba, the rival claimants to the fame of Anti- 
patris, and so northward over the plain via Jiljiliyeh, Kilkiliveh, 
and Kakun to Kaisariyeh, surrounded by its miles of trackless 
swamp. 

At Kaisariveh examination of the ruins, with copyin; 
tographing inscriptions and antiquities, occupied all the time we 
had to give before pushing on to Lejjun for a renewed visit to 
Tell Mutesellim and the plain of Esdraelon. This time our 
route (except for tents and baggage despatched direct) took 
us past Tell Ta‘annuk to Zer‘in, Ain Jalud, Suléem, and Nain, 
whence we reached our tents again at Nazareth. Thence the 
baggage train went once more direct to Tiberias and our caval- 
cade visited in turn Kefr Kenna, Mt. Tabor, Han et-Tujjar, and 


the Kurn Hattin with their interesting cyclopean enceinte. 


From Tiberias as a base the Lake and Plain of Gennesaret 


were explored on horseback and by boat, as thoroughly as the 


unfavorable weather conditions would permit, Dr. Torrance of 
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Tiberias lending us his excellent boat. Thence we went to 
Safed and the ruined synagogues of upper Galilee, to compar 
their remains with those of Tell Hum and Kerazeh, and so on 
to the great Crusaders’ castles of Tibnin and Kal‘at es-Shukif, 
and back, after an exciting struggle with floods in the Merj 
‘Ayun, to Tell el-Kadi and Banias. 

The two days’ halt at Banias, imperatively decreed by ow 
half-drowned condition and the still intermittent rains, were 
turned to account in exploring the well-known Greek remains 
at Banias and the prodigious Crusaders’ castle of Subeibeh, while 
the Director personally returned to the Jisr el-Ghajar to take a 
squeeze of the Greek inscription of thirteen lines we were so 
fortunate as to discover beside the road only some five minutes 
west of the bridge, between it and Abil. In the driving rain 
and hail of a furious tempest the preceding day no more was 
possible than a copy of the exceedingly faint, almost unde- 
cipherable text. Fortunately I was able later, when investiga- 
tion at Jerusalem had shown the inscription to be quite un- 
known, to place the stone itself in the museum of the Syrian 
Protestant College in Beirut. 

From Banias we hastened through the Jaulan to Fik and 
Kalat el-Hosn in order not to lose our visit to Gadara and 
Pella and yet reach Gerizim in time for the Samaritan Passover 
and Jerusalem for Easter. This we succeeded in accomplish- 
ing, with the exception of arriving in the Samaritan encamp- 
ment on Gerizim the day after the feast. The swollen Yar- 
muk could only be crossed by the railroad bridge without our 
horses, but Gadara and Pella were visited, as well as Beisan, 
with its acropolis and ruins, Telasir and Tubas, Tell and Burj 
Fara, with the neighboring ‘Ainun, ‘Askar, and Salim. The 
return journey to Jerusalem was hurried, but we were in sea- 
son for Good Friday and Easter Sunday. 

Immediately after Easter I undertook a supplemental trip 
to Jericho, Batneh, Salt, Jerash, ‘Arak el-Emir, “Amman, Hes- 
ban, Madeba, and Mukaur, returning to Jericho by way of the 


Hammam ez-Zerka and the east shore of the Dead Sea. The 
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principal object of the trip apart from visiting the ruined 
cities of the Decapolis Was to explore the site of Batneh, a 
probable location for Betonim of the Old ‘Testament and 
” Bethany beyond Jordan” of the New. and to ascertain the 
basis for reports of remains of the Roman road between Calir- 
rhoe and Jericho on the mountain shelf between the littoral 
and the Moabite plateau, north of the Hammam ez-Zerka. 
Tents had now become superfluous, but circumstances pre- 


vented Mr. Sverdrup from accompanying me, so that I had as 
my only companion, aside from our two muleteers, Dr. J. Crop- 
per of Ramallah. Our journey was an adventurous one, par- 


ticularly in the region of Mukaur and northward along tli 


Dead sea. but both objects were i 


ttained in the locating and 
photographing of important ruins at Batneh, and the tracing 


of the Roman road for almost the whole distance 


m Ham- 


mam ez-Zerka to Wadi Hamara, and again still farther north. 


On my return to Jerusalem preparations were at once made 
for a second visit to Beirut and Sidon, partly for the sake of 
placing the inscription from Abil in safe-keeping, partly to 
accomplish the exploration of a cave in northern Galilee which 
gave evidence of habitation in the palaeolithic age. In con- 
nection with this I was able to pay a third visit to Ba‘albek, 
and a second to Damascus. Mr. Sverdrup remained in Jeru- 
salem, where he was to be joined during the summer months 
by Mr. Nelson of the Syrian Protestant College, the two con- 
tinuing together their linguistic and archaeological studies, 
awaiting the arrival of Professor Lyon, my successor. On May 
19, I sailed from Beirut, and devoted the remainder of the month 
to Constantinople and the peninsula of Greece. 

I venture to append the following recommendations, which 
are in line with those of my predecessors : — 


1. Permanent and adequate quarters are indispensable to 
the progress of the School. The present arrangement 1s 


temporary, and on account of the inflation of real estate values 
in Jerusalem is far less favorable than reehold ownership.

and photographed, and if $15,000 to 320,000 could be ob- 
tained, our present foothold could be made permanent and 
very greatly enlarged and improved. The care-takers, Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles E. Smith, are trustworthy and qualified to 
keep the property in good condition during the unavoidable 
absences of the Director and School, but this also is a tempo- 
rary expedient and should be superseded as SOON as the second 
requirement ean be met. 

2. Continuity of the work of the School is aided by the 
opportunity now afforded to students to make their summet 
home in Jerusalem, where, on account of the high altitude 
(2500 feet ). the heat is hever oppressive. For the vreater part 
of the field work this is by far the best season, and Jerusalem 
with its excellent libraries, museums, and other facilities un- 
questionably the best place. Nevertheless, for real continuity 
of work, and utilization of our noble opportunity, it is essential 
that the Committee be enabled to secure the services of a Per- 
manent Director, competent to direct systematic exploration 
and excavation, whenever and wherever permission can be 
obtained. 

3. The development of closer relations with the Syrian 
Protestant College at Beirut, and the German Evangelical 
Archaeologi al and the French Theological (st. Stephen's ) 
Institutes at Jerusalem, will make sure and steady progress in 
the hands of a judicious Committee and a tactful Director; 
but it is also desirable to maintain a list of correspondents 
among missionaries and other residents at strategic points. 

t. In material equipment the School is still but meagrely 
supplied. On account of the large expenses for house furnish- 
ing it did not seem justifiable to expend much more than th 
+100, appropriated for * books and necessary expenses,’ —near! 
one-half this amount being required for subscriptions already 
pledged and for binding. In addition only seven new vol- 
umes and two maps were added to the library by purchase, 
and tive bound volumes, a score of pamphlets, and two charts 


by gift. In apparatus there was added one new Berkefeld 
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Army Filter with extra cylinder, army canteen and sterilizers, 
a standard camera tripod, and minor articles, principally by 
purchase. I may venture, however, to urge as a specific acqui- 
sition, the opportunity for which is not likely long to remain 


f ancient Palestinian pottery gathered for 


open, the collection « 
many years by Dr. Merrill, which it is even now difficult, if not 
impossible, to duplicate. The very alphabet of the modern 
excavator is the study of pottery, and it is a science which can 
only be studied in object lessons. The apparatus recommended 
by Professor Schmidt still remains to be supplied. 

). Attendance at the School has not been such as its vreat 
advantages give a right to expect. Besides the Thayer Fellow 
the only students of recent years have been such as could be 
reached personally by the Directors. Yet for the holders of 
the travelling fellowships bestowed by most of our theological 
seminaries on their graduates of highest rank, Palestine is 
at least as eood a field as Germany in which to fulfil, for al 
least a part of the time, the conditions of the fellowship. 
Pending the establishment of fellowships specifically 
to study in Palestine, our attendance might well 
by measures for acquainting such men with the possibilities 
and advantages of study in Jerusalem. 

In closing, I desire to express my sense of obligation on 
behalf of the School to the many friends in Beirut, Sidon, and 
Jerusalem who labored for our welfare, most of all to Dr. Mer- 
rilland Mr. A. T. Gelat and to the President and Faculty at 
Beirut; also to Dr. Barton, ex-Director of the School, for the 
rift of his volumes, Hav: rford Collection of Cuneitorn T: rts, 
1906, and A Year's Wand ring in Bible Lands, 1906; to the 
French Département d'Instruction Publique for tomes vi ef vir

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON AMERICAN 
ARCHAEOLOGY 


To the Council of the Archaeological Institute of America: 

(GENTLEMEN, — The report of Dr. A. M. Tozzer upon his 
four years’ work as Fellow in American Archaeology was 
referred to last year. The Council has authorized the publi- 
cation of the first part, relating to the Archaeology and Eth- 
nology of the Lacandone Indians, and it is now in the hands of 
the printer. The publication of the second part of this report, 
relating to the Linguistics of these Indians, will be deferred 
for the present. 

The grant of 3500 made by the Committee to Professor F. W. 
Putnam to enable him to continue an exploration among the 
eaves of northern California, which had been carried on by 
him and Professor Merriam of the University of California, 
was productive of interesting results. This exploration forms 
the subject of a joint paper by Professor Merriam and Profes- 
sor Putnam, which was presented to the Fifteenth Interna- 
tional Congress of Americanists in Quebec in September, 1906. 
But few objects of man’s handiwork were found, but the little 
which was recovered is of importance in its suggestions as to 
the considerable antiquity of man on the Pacific coast. Many 
bones of extinct and living animals were found in the caves. 
All the specimens have been placed in the Anthropological 
Department of the University of California. 

The work done by the Southwest Society has been, as here- 
tofore, in exploration, and in the preservation, by means of 
phonographie records and transcriptions, of old Spanish and 
Indian songs. The work of exploration done during the pre- 
vious year was the subject of an article by Dr. Palmer pub- 
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lished in the second number of the tenth volume of the Journal 

f the Institute, and the report of the work done by him during 
the present year in northeast Arizona will appear later in the 
Journal. 

In January last Mr. Edgar L. Hewett was appointed Fellow 
in American Archaeology for the year 1906, permission being 
given him to assist in the work of increasing the membership 
of the Colorado Society. 

Mr. Hewett spent the first five months in working in Wash- 
ington for the preservation of the Mesa Verde ruins, in Colo- 
rado in making archaeological surveys of these ruins and of 
the drainage area of the Little Colorado River, in tracing the 
culture of the San Juan divide in Colorado and Utah, in lectur- 
ing in various places in Colorado, in Santa Fe, Salt Lake City, 
and Los Angeles, in assisting Dr. Palmer of the Southwest 
Society in his explorations in the northeastern part of Arizona, 
and in writing two papers on the archaeology of the Mesa 
Verde region and on the different houses of Lost Canon and 
Rio Dolores. 

The next three months Mr. Hewett devoted to Mexico, 
studying the culture of the races from northern Chihuahua 
southerly to the latitude of 25 degrees north, the latitude 
of the city of Zacatecas, including the tribes of the Tara- 
humaras and Tepahuanes. He is convinced of the identity of 
the culture of the northern part of Chihuahua and that of the 
Pueblo region in the United States, but fails to find evidence 
to show that the Tarahumaras were cliff-dwellers. 

On account of excessive floods Mr. Hewett was obliged to 
abandon his field work and went to the City of Mexico, where 
he has been examining the collections of the National Museum 
and the ruins near the city. The excavations at San Juan 
Teotihuacan have received his attention, and he has had the 
opportunity of witnessing an ancient ceremony carried on in 
the Nahua language at the temple pyramid of Tepoztlan and 
of making phonographic records of the chants. 


In addition to the sum originally appropriated, the Council 
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at its meeting in December, 1905, appropriated $2000 for the 
use of the Committee on American Archaeology, on the budget 
of 1905-06. Of this sum the Committee appropriated 31700 
to the Southwest Society and increased the stipend of the 
Fellow in American Archaeology by $100, making it 3600. 
This action made the appropriation for the Southwest Society 
SP?OOU,
